But what has the United States been 
doing for the past three years? It 
has intervened, in Mexico, first po- 
litically and then by force, in order 
to expel Gen. Huerta. It recognized 
Carranza and then sent troops into 
Mexico, officially for punitive pur- 
poses; but the troops are still in 
that country. American forces are in 
occupation of Mexico. American 
forces landed in and conquered the 
Haitian government and set up a 
government in that West Indian re- 
public which it is supporting by its 
bayonets. The United States caused 
the separation of Panama from Co- 
lombia. Reports are current that de- 
signs are entertained against the re- 
public of Guatemala. 

The American proposal was made 
at a time when those events were 
transpiring. Chile would like to 
know if the United States will con- 
tinue the same policy if the treaties 
should be signed and ratified by tin 
American Senate. 

Chile also would like to know if 
the United States intends to bac 
Peru in the latter’s efforts to reac- 
quire Tacna and Arica. What about 
the boundary disputes between the 
various countries, and would the 
United States be the judge as to 
whether or not the territory be- 
longed to one people or another? 

FURTHER QUESTIONS. 

The Latin Americans are asking 
some further questions which are 
embarrassing to the administration. 
Is the purpose of the agreement to 
forbid the shipment of munitions 
save to recognized governments de- 
signed to perpetuate in power gov- 
ernments which may become ob- 
noxious to the people? There is a dic- 
tator in Venezuela, for example. If 
only upon his order munitions can 
enter the country, it is evident that 
a revolt to overthrow him would 
prove abortive. Ign’t freedom of ship- 
ments of arms essential to the 
achievement of liberty? Here is an- 
other question put: 8 

Would not the President's plan 
operate to prevent the development 
of munitions industries in the Latin- 
American states and cause those 
states to be dependent upon foreign 
munitions manufacturers, and would 
not this be advantageous to such 
manufactures in the United States? 

Here is another point raised: 

The United States wants a mutual 
guarantee of a republican form of 
government.

TWENTY-FIVE MILLIONS CASH 


_ COPENHAGEN’S UPSET PRICE.

OPENHAGEN, July 24.—A treaty for the purchase of the 
Danish West Indies by the United States has been negotiated 
between the governments of Denmark and the United States, 

and in the near future is to be submitted to the Senate and House 
of the United States and to the two houses of the Danish Parlia- 
ment for approval, according to information given today in Copen- 
hagen by the highest official authority. 

If the treaty is ratified as it stands in project“ form today 
the United States will pay for the islands $25,000,000 and in addi- 
tion will relinquish to Denmark the rights of the United States in 
Greenland. Greenland is a Danish possession, and the rights which 
the United States will abandon are merely rights of discovery, the 
scope of which is ill-defined. 

The United States will obtain from Denmark full possession 
of the islands of St. Thomas, St. John and St. Croix, or Santa Cruz, 
as it is better known. These islands lie about fifty miles off the 
east coast of Porto Rico. They are 142 square miles in area and 
support a population of 27,000 persons. Nearly all the inhabitants 
of the islands are negroes, who live by the cultivation of sugar cane. 


CONFIRMATION FROM WASHINGTON. |

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE TIMES, July 24.—<As con- 
firmed here today officially, the Danish Ministry has formally com- 
municated to the United States its willingness to accept the terms 
offered by Secretary Lansing for the three Danish West Indian 
islands, and the treaty of cession is about to be signed at the State 
Department by Secretary Lansing and Constantin Brun, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of Denmark. It is as- 
sumed that the status of the islands of St. Croix, St. Thomas and 
St. John, should the treaty be ratified, will be similar to that of 
Porto Rico. , 

The new treaty is peculiar, in that it will require action not 
only by the American Senate and the Danish Rigsdag, but by the 
United States House of Representatives as well, since it will be 
necessary for the House to supply the needed appropriation of 
$25,000,000 to defray the expense of purchase, 

It is understood that the people of the Danish West Indian 
islands are to have a voice in this question of cession and that the 
government has given notice that before it ratifies the treaty it 
would submit the question to the people of the islands. It is stated 
further that the people on the islands are muth in favor of the 
transfer to the suzerainty of the United States, and that the treaty 
is so framed that they are not called on to surrender Danish alle- 
giance; they may remain Danes in fact and in name while enjoy- 
ing whatever advantages, in a commercial way, may result from 
a transfer of the islands to the United States.

BOMB MAKER. 


"A Most Difficult Problem, Verdict 


of the San Francisco. Police. 


AN FRANCISCO, July 24.— 
After a day spent in lay- 
ing outa plan of action 
which he hopes will result in

OFFENSIVE IS STILL ON,

Thirteenth Credit Sought by the British Premier is 
Larger than Any of the Former Expenditures V oted by 


Parliament—English Hope for Victory — Criticism in 
dete 


ONDON, July. 24, 4:30 p.m.— 
Premier Asquith today asked 
the House of Commons for a 
vote of credit of £450,000,000. This 
vote igs the largest asked by the 
government since the beginning of 
the war and will bring the total 
voted this year to 1.06 0,000,000, and 
the total since the beginning of the 
war to  £2,832,000,000 (apprpxi- 
mately $14,160,000,000.) 

In moving the vote of credit the 
Premier said the recent expenditure 
of the vote of credit was ap- 
proximately £5,000,000 dally. The 
£6,000,000 daily referred to by Re- 
ginald McKenna, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, represented all the 
outgoing, the Premier said. All the 
expenditure from April 1 to last 
urday was £559,000,000. 

Mr. Asquith said that the navy, 
army and munitions cost $£379,000,- 
000, the loans of Great Britain's al- 
lies, £157,000,000 and food, supplies, 
railways, etc., £23,000,000, The 
average daily expenditure of 
war, he said, was £4,950,000. 

COST OF MUNITIONS. 

The Premier said he hoped the 
expenditure for the army and navy 
would not exceed the present level in 
the near future. The munitions cost 
remained stationary at the highest 
level yet reached, he added, and 
might increase. 

The July total, continued the Pre- 
mier, probably would be higher than 
that of November, and it was ex- 
pected apart from any change in 
policy that the present level would 
be maintained for the near future. 
The munition expenditure had in- 
creased steadily and continuously up 
to May and in that month and dur- 
ing June and July it was fairly con- 
stant. Under all heads the expendi- 
ture might be expected to expand 
little more.

Department today show the returns 
were much larger during the past

It was in 1811 when the first $5 
came with a letter saying the writer 
had taken that amount from the 
government. The money was turned 
into the treasury and although 
actually there never has been a 
separate conscience fund, records of 
all such contributions have been 
kept. It is an unwritten law of the 
department that no effort shall be 
made to learn the identity of con- 
science-stricken contributors, and 
even in cases where the writer has 
confessed to the theft from the gov- 
ernment the money has been ac- 
cepted and no effort to prosecute 
made.

Senate today called a halt on whole- 
sale reductions begun Saturday in 
the army appropriation bill, voting 
down retrenchment proposals and 
approving increases totalling more 
than $30,000,000, when sections 
were reached carrying ordnance and 
equipment provisions for the re- 
armi ng of the National Guard. 

Debate on the ordnance sections 
developed a predominating senti- 
ment that it would be unwise to lim- 
it expenditure for ammunition and 
guns too closely, despite the lessen- 
ing of tension in the Mexican situa- 
tion. Decreases of $46,000,000 or- 
dered Saturday related to transpor- 
subsistence, foreign service 
pay and emergency estimates put 
into the bill by the House when the 
Mexican situation was critical. To- 
day’s increases included: J 

INCREASES. 

For medical supplies, increase 
from $2,000,000 to $4,500,000; en- 
gineers’ department, $1,000,000 to 
$1,700,000; ordnance stores, $6,000,-

machine guns for National Guard,

CHAMBERLAIN DEFENDS. 

During debate today Chairman 
Chamberlain of the Military Com- 
mittee, aroused by anti-preparedness 
arguments by Senator Norris, vehe- 
mently arraigned, Senators who, he 
declared, constantly intimated that 
advocates of preparedness were in 
a conspiracy with munitions makers 
and others who profit by war. He 
defended the patriotism and honesty 
of the champions of preparedness in 
Congress.

During Premier Asquith’s speech, 
in which he announced that the 
Cabinet had failed to reach an 
agreement on the home-rule ques- 
tion, many cries of small national- 
ities” were raised. : 

NATIONAL RESISTANCE. 

The determination of the Nation- 
alists to resist any modification in 
the terms of the agreement and the 
declaration of David Lloyd George, 
who negotiated the agreement, that 
the government would not force new 
Proposals on the Irish nation were 
the outcomes of ghe debate. 

The situation in Ireland thus re- 
mains where it was, with the addi- 
tional factor of the unrest brought 
about by the disappointed hopes of a 
settlement of the issues. In the ab- 
Bence of any amending bill, the sit- 
uation now is that the order in 
council postponing the operation of 
the home rule act as it stands on 
the statute books until six months 
after the lapse of eighteen months, 
mentioned in the order in council, 
issued in September, 1915, unless 
the war has previously ended, re- 
maing in force. 

Mr. Redmond characterized the 
new proposals as an absolute and 
disgraceful breach of faith toward 
his supporters. Mr. Lloyd George 
regarded the Nationalist failure to 
agree to them as a disaster, while 
Sir Edward Carson, the Unionist 
leader in Ulster, declared it would 
be a good thing if he and Mr. Red- 
mond could shake hands on the floor 
of the House, but that to bring such 
an event about there must be no 
idea of the coercion of Ulster. 

DISCUSSION. 


The discussion of Mr. Redmond's 
motion to adjourn the House of Com- 
mons in order to call attention to the 
rapidly growing feeling of unrest in 
Ireland and the deplorable effect on 
the Irish situation which must re- 
sult from the government not pro- 
posing to carry out in entirety the 
terms offered by it for the settlement 


by Redmon 

The Irish Nationalist leader de- 
clared he did not wish to attack any- 
body but merely locate the facts, 
which he said spoke for themselves. 
He said that when two months ago 
Premier Asquith had returned from 
Ireland and announced that the 
present system of government had 
broken down and said the Cabinet 
had unanimously requested Mr. 
Lloyd George to bring about, if pos- 
sible, a provisional settlement of the 
Irish question by the consent of ev- 
eryone concerned, he was thrilled by 
the hope that in the interest, not 
only of Ireland, but of the empire, 
the Irish question might be put out 
of the way until the war had ended. 

The proposal Mr. Lloyd George put 
before Sir Edward Carson and Mr. 
Redmond, the latter said, were in no 
sense their proposals, but after con- 
siderable negotiations and material 


ts changes, they agreed to recommend 


them to their friends. Mr. Redmond 
declared he had had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in obtaining the consent of 
his supporters, not one of whom 
would have considered the proposals 
unless they were put forward as a 
purely temporary settlement for the 
period of the war. 
WHAT REDMOND SAID. 


Mr. Redmond said the agreement 
was for the provisional settlement of 
the question until the war was over, 
or until a final ahd permanent set- 
tlement was arrived at within a 
limited time after the war. The first 
words proposed were that the whole 
bill should remain in force during 
the continuance of the war and for 
a twelvemonth afterward, but Sir 
Edward Carson objected that if 
Parliament took no action during 
the twelve months after the war 
then the six Ulster counties should 
be excluded from the operation of 
the Home Rule Act of 1914. To 
meet Mr. Carson's objections, the 
following words were added: 

“But if Parliament has not by that 
time made further and permanent 
provision for the government of Ire- 
land,” he sald, “the period for which 
this bill should remain in force is 
to be extended by order of the 
Council for such time as is neces- 
sary to enable Parliament to make 
such provision.”

GOVERNOR OF SOLDIERS’ HOME 
ISSUES REPRIMAND. 


Reduced’ Rates Prove Tempta- 
tion to Veterans to Gain Un- 
earned Profits—Many Suffer Be- 
cause a Few are Guilty—Former 
Musician Buried with Honors. 


[1OCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
SOLDIERS’ HOME, July 24.— The 
following special order, just issued 
by Gov. Barry at this place, tells the 
story of deprivation of the many 
for transgressions of the few: 

“A communication has been re- 
ceived from the traffic manager 
the Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany stating that, after investigation, 

has been ascertained that mem- 

rs of this home have been pur- 
chasing the reduced-rate tickets to 
Los Angeles and the beach and re- 
selling them. This ig prohibited by 
law. The railway company has. 
therefore, directed that in future not 
more than one book of tickets to 
Los Angeles per month be sold to 
any member of the home, and not 
more than three books to the beach 
towns. They also advise that in case 
members are again found abusing 
the privilege, further sale of re- 
duced-rate tickets will be immedi- 
ately suspended. 

“All members are hereby forbid- 
den to dispose of such reduced-rate 
tickets other than by actual person- 
al use. For the protection of mem- 
bers lawfully purchasing and using 
these tickets, the governor will con- 
sider a violation of this order cause 
for immediate disciplinary meas- 
ures.“ 4 

Several years ago the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway Company conceded a 
generous reduction of rates on its 
line to members of the Soldiers’ 
Home, making the round trip to cost 
but 20 cents, instead of 50 cents; 
for which veterans expressed their 
appreciation by doubling and treb- 
ling their visits to the city, if for no 
other reason than that of agreeable 
pastime. Now there are 2500 mem- 
bers present, some of whom, having 
relatives and friends in Los Ange- 
les, go every day to that city. Many 
others visit tha city three times each 
week and pass other days at the 
beach.

BEAUMONT, July 24.—Protection 
of the lands of the Coache lla Valley 
against floods during the rainy sea- 
son, thus makint possible among 
other benelits a permanently good 
thoroughfare from Los Angeles to 


the Imperial Valley along the Ocean- 
to-Ocean highway route, will soon 
be accomplished through the work 
which has been started since the or- 
ganization of the Coachella Valley 
storm water district. — 

For many years the money er- 
pended on this highway between 
Banning and the Riverside county 
line has been of only temporary 
value. When the winter floods came 
from the Whitewater River and les- 
ser streams portions of the road 
were annually washed away and in 
other places were deeply covered 
with sand, in either case being made 
im passible. 

It remained for the property own- 
ers of the Coachella Valley to seek to 
correct this condition and the 
formation of a storm water district 
was the first step in their plan. 
Trustees were elected to direct the 
project and engineers employed. 
The latter have now completed the 
preliminary survey for the routing of 
the Whitewater and their report, to- 
gether with reports e 
sentatives of the United States In- 
dian office and the Department of 
Agriculture, will be considered by the 
Trustees, 


After the Trustees have agreed 
upon and accepted the plans for the 
work they will appoint three com- 
missioners to estimate its cost and 
apportion the assessment to be 
levied. A part of the expense of 
the improvement will be paid from 
Riverside county funds. 

If the flood waters are brought 
under control in the district, as now 
appears probable, the value of the 
improvement will be inestimable. 
Good roads advocates declare that 
being able to construct a permanent 
road bed along this important part 
of the proposed transcontinental 
route will alone be worth its entire 
cost.

POMONA, July—24.—Tent tallor 
ing, a side issue of the citrus fumiga- 


tion business, furnishes a handful of 
men in this vicinity with an ex- 
traordinary sort of employment. 
They earn their daily bread by run- 
ning sewing machines which tack 
patches on tents that are used in the 
application of hydrocyanic acid gas 
to citmus trees for the purpose of 
destroying the various kinds of scale 
which menace the citrus industry by 
sapping the groves of nutrition which 
would otherwise be converted into 
| fruit and foliage. 

One fumigation company in this 
district has 750 big tree tents which 
it uses in ting 6000 acres of 
trees. These tents become punc- 
tured and worn from being pulled 
over the branches of trees for eight 
to ten times a night for weeks at a 
time, and it keeps at least four men 
busy patching holes in them con- 
stantly. 

A hole as big as the head of a 
match will allow the gas to escape 
fast enough to weaken the treatment 
that is being given to a tree and 
waste much costly gas, and the 
places where the tree limbs rub ove 
the canvas are gradually worn 
thin they leak, so the company 
keeps its men at work with the sew- 
ing machines from daylight to dark. 

hen fumigating is in progress 
the sewing machines are taken from 
grove to grove, in wagons, and the 
tent tailors do their repair work as 
fast as damaged tents are yanked 
from the trees. In that way the 
complete equipment of tents is kept 
in service almost constantly. 

The patches vary in size from a 
penny to a laprobe. At the end of 
the fumigating season some of the 
tents are nothing but a mass of 
patches upon patches. This year. 
one of the big fumigation Ar 
purchased 1250 spools of No. 8 wh 
‘thread for use in its sewing m ines, 
which are of the tailor shop type. 
It takes $50 worth of thread and 
$1000 worth of canvas for patches 
to run this company through a ge 


son. 

Tant tallors such as are employed 
on the fumigation jobs are not 
skilled men. They are ranchers or 
fruit packers who have picked up, 
the work as a side line to keep 
them busy during months of the 
year when they might otherwise be

PRAYERS FOR PEACE. 


Mayor Calls Upon Citizens to Ob- 
serve Anniversary of Great War 
by Appeal to Divine Power 
to Seon End the Ter- 
rible Struggte. 


“Suspend all traffic for five min- 
utes at 11 a.m. on August 1 and 
cease all activity and unnecessary 
noise and pray for the end of the 


war,” is the appeal of Mayor Sebas- 
tian in a peace proclamation issued 
yesterday. The Mayor calls atten- 
tion to the fact that August 1 is 
the anniversary of the world's great- 
est war, and the Stockholm peace 
conference Juiy I dectded to request 
all neutral nations to hold peace 
demonstrations on that date. The 
Mayor's message follows: 
LOS ANGELES, July 24. 

August 1 is the anniversary of the 
beginning of the world’s greatest 
war.. The neutral conference for the 
continuous mediation held at Stock- 
holm July 1, 1916, decided to re- 
quest all neutral nations to hold 
peace demonstrations on August 1. 
thereby expressing sympathy with 
the suffering people of the beiliger- 
ent nations, and to plead with them 
not to continue the war through an- 
other year. 

Through all this terrible war the 
great American nation has proven 
her profound sympathy for the na- 
tions involved. The sorrow and the 
madness is having ite effect upon all 
mankind. This, the most horrible 
of all wars in the world’s history, 
will challenge time to erase its crim- 
son stain, even if the war should 
come to an end this hour. 

I most earnestiy appeal to the 
people of Los Angeles to show their 
heartfelt concern, supporting this 
peace tribunal in its effort to stop 
this slaughter of our human broth- 


ers. 

On August 1 at 11 a.m. let all 
traffic be suspended for five min- 
utes, a cessation of all activities and 
unnecessary noise. Let every soul 
in otr midst unite in his own way 
with the people of all neutral na- 
tions at the hour suggested, invok- 
ing divine will and method to put an

Effort to Foist Closed Shop on 
Harbor Fails. 


Old Jobs Back. 


Busy Plants Working Almost 


Normal Forces. 
Union longshoremen and 


lumber handlers have finally 
lost in their lawless effort to 
foist the closed shop upon Los 
Angeles Harbor. Busy plants, 
working 80 per cent. of their 
normal’ forces, with sixteen 
boats being unloaded, yester- 
day proclaimed the victory for 
free workmen and the open 
shop. 

When the strike was called, 
June 1, about 1300 men quit 
work at the call of the labor- 
ite bosses. Yesterday there 
were 1044 independent work- 
men in the employ of the nine 
companies concerned in the 
strike. 

Sixteen vessels were either 
unloaded or were being re- 
lieved of their cargoes, There 
were ten lumber ships, car- 
rying about 7,000,000 feet, be- 
ing unloaded by full crews, 
while a small army of men 
were busy loading cars and 
pilipg lumber. 


Ted“ Myers, who draws a fat 
salary and expenses from his labor 
union dupes as “executive com- 
mitteeman,”’ yesterday advised 
the unfortunate striking lum- 
ber handlers at the harbor to 
go back to work. He told 
them they had better negotiate with 
the companies to go to work under 
the open shop and the wages paid 
previous to the ill-fated strike, Ac- 
cordingly, the lumber handlers made 
overtures to the companies. The 
managers told them they were ready 
to receive any of the old men in- 
dividually, and to put back to work 
those they could use. Duped by 
the longshoremen into going out on 
a “sympathetic” strike, the lumber 
handlers now find themselves out of 
a job, their places, in the main, 
taken by workmen who did not owe 
allegiance to the walking delegate. 

Strike benefits of $4 a week, paid 
for the first three weeks, have failed; 
and soup kitchens have been estab- 
lished for the strikers. There. is 
much discontent among the union 
workmen.

TO GAUGE WATER WASTE 
IN CANYONS OF COUNTY. 


T2 first stride toward solving 
one of the greatest problems 
that confront Southern Califor- 
nia today—that of conserving and 
utilizing the waters that go to waste 
in the various canyons—was begun 
yesterday, when J. C. Dort, assistant 
district engineer of the forest serv- 
ice, assisted by H. J. Tompkins, 
started the concrete base work for 
the establishment of a network of 
water stage recorders. 

Although far-reaching and many- 
sided in importance, this work is but 
a preliminary undertaking. Co- 
operating with Los Angeles county, 
Mr. Dort intends to find the exact 
discharge of water in the various 
canyons along the south slope of the 
Angeles Forest. 

The first of these water measur- 


ing devices will be installed in the 
big Santa Anita Canyon at a point 


where the entire fow from the can- 


yon may be measured accurately.

Then, as though I watched another, 
I remember getting to my feet, walk- 
ing over to the bed. Placing the 
revolver at her temple, I fired. 

“For a time I listened to see if the 
shot would attract attention, plan- 
ning to kill myself. The magnitude 
of the crime I had committed did 
not appeal to me. I thought only 
of escape. I removed her ring and 
watch, as she had always valued 
them and I did not want anyone else 
to get them. Then I cut a lock of 
her hair and pinned it to her photo- 
graph. Then I must have lost con- 
sciousness for hours, 

“When I awoke I remembered 
what I had done. I covered the 
body and slipped out to the street. I 
fled to Indianapolis and then to 
Denver. How I got here I don't 
know. I stopped a man on the

“What ought we to do with our 
criminals?” was the question dis- 
cussed at the Woman's City Club yes- 
terday by Justice of the Peace Frank 
8. Forbes. He proved so interesting 
that the time was extended by 


unanimous vote to permit . 
discussion. 


Justice Forbes thinks the State 
should deal with criminals as with 
the mentally defective. He said that 
just as punishment for mental illness 
has been done away with, so in time 
will the criminal mode of treatment 
change. “The morally sick are no 
more responsible for their acts than 
are the mentally insane.“ 
“No man can fall so low but that 
he can be redeemed and restored to 
society. Rarely does a man take life 
in his right mind; he is either in- 
san or drunk. Four out of five men 
who commit crimes are under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Eliminate the liquor 
traffic and you will do away with 
nine-tenths of the murders in Cali- 
fornia.” 

Justice Forbes read a number of 
proposed changes in laws affecting 
persons convicted of crime. These in- 
clude a provision whereby a certain 


| portion of wages paid for a man's 


work while in the penitentiary 
should go to the support of those 
dependent upon him. Another 


change provides compensation for 


innocent men wrongfully convicted. 
It is proposed to do away with all 
marks on clothing which distinguish 
a convict from the ordinary citizen 


and also to provide indeterminate 
sentences. 
“Eventually,” said Justice Forbes, 


“penitentiaries as penal institutions 
should be supplanted by farm colo- 
nies where the convicts may have 
thrown about them influences that 
will help them to forget the past 
and turn their thoughts and livés to 
better things.“

In several other notes Dr. Eads 
explained that he believed himself 
to be the victim of a real estate deal 
by which he. was to trade his home 
on North Harvard boulevard for the 
home of J. R. Boerman of No. 936 
South Mariposa avenue. Several 
mortgages were involved in the deal 
and it is believed by the police that 
Dr. Eads was fearful that he would 
get the worst of the trade. 

Investigations made by Detective 
McNamara into the real estate deal 
disclosed that everything was above 
board and that the doctor was being 
given a very fair trade for his prop- 
erty. Detective McNamara discov- 
ered a loaded revolver beside the 
body of Dr. Eads, but the weapon 
had not been discharged. 
lieved by police surgeong that the 
aged doctor ended his life with 
poison. 

Dr. Eads, according to the police. 
lived alone in his home at No. 432 
North Harvard boulevard, and had 
an office in the California Building. 
He had few friends and no family, 
with the exception of a son some- 
where in the East.

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ATIONAL MILITARY TRAINING WILL 
GIVE PREPAREDNESS. 

If the people of this country take the time 
to mark the ballots for National Military 
Training which are appearing every other 
day in The Times a direct and effective in- 
fluetice will be brought to bear on Congress. 
The marked ballots are sent at once by 
The Times to Licut.Gen. 8. B. M. Young 
(U.S.A. retired,) president of the Associa- 
tion for National Service, who, in coopera 


tion with legislators and other men of high 


military rank, is zealously bringing all the 
influence possible to bear on Congress to- 
ward the end that this country may be rap- 
idiy put inte a condition to defend itself, if 
necessary, and to hold.its head up as one 
that must be respected among the council 
of nations. 

Thousands of people who are heartily in 
sympathy with preparedness, who recognize 
that prime duty of the individual citizen Is 
to his State and who are willing to give 
service, pass the ballot by hastily, think- 
ing that their individual votes will make 
no difference one way or the other But in 
the aggregate such carelessness makes a 
tremendous difference. Pacifists, for some 


strange reason, are continually active. 


Every publicity organ at their command 
energetically implores Congress to disre 
gard the plea of preparedness and boldly, 
though ‘erroneously, claims that the real 
movement for preparedness is very small, 
but that it is agitated throughout the coun- 
try solely by the munition and armor plate 
manufacturers. 7 

Dach man who signs the ballot for Na- 
tional Military Training does his part in 
discrediting the absurd, but widely believed, 
claim of pacifists. If Congress can be 
shown hundreds of thousands of those bal- 
lots, coming from all parts of the country, 
coming in locust swarms to register the 
sentiment of the rank and file of citizenry— 


why then Congress will be very much im- 


pressed and hasten to take such steps as 
are deemed adequate to our national de- 
fense. 


Delay in signing the ballots is almost as 
futile as negligence. Every military man 
knows that a volley or a salvo is more ef- 
fective than the same number of shots 
desultorily fired; and the same applies to 
the influence of these National Military 
Training ballots. If they can be thrown 
rapidly into Congress by the hundreds of 
thousands they will be far more effective 
than if the same number were sent in 
a groups over a greater length of 

me. 

The man in the street and office is pre- 
occupied with his own affairs and has not 
the time to inquire thoroughly into the glar- 
ing defects of our present “preparedness,” 
which cannot be viewed by those who do 
know of them as other than alarming. But

any other way. The military duties would 
be equitably distributed and would, there 
tore, be burdensome to none. Rich and 
poor, millionaires and laborers, bankers 
and bakers and hod carriers would be re- 


quired to stand side by side in the ranks,

WEALTHY BEACH 
MAN ACCUSED 


Owner of a Great 
Fortune, She Says. 


Defendant is Free on Heavy 
Bond; Hearing Set. 


Accused of having obtained money 
under false pretenses in a sale of 
stock, A. M. Goodhue, a Long Beach 
resident of prominence, was arrested 
yesterday morning by Constable 
Thomas and taken before Justice 
Hinshaw for arraignment. 

The complainant in the action is 
Mrs. Virginia Cronk. According to 
the allegations in the papers filed 
Goodhue represented himself as the 
sole owner of the Ornamental Enam- 
el Company of the beach city. This 
company he is said to have repre+ 
sented as having assets of $24,000, 
A small working capital was needed 
and so he offered to sell, and did sell 
Mrs. Cronk twenty-five shares of the 
stock for $2400, it is declared, 
which he said was much under the 
actual value. 

He also stated he was rated by 
the principal commercial agencies at 
more than $200.000, according to the 
allegations set forth. Of this amount, 
he is declared to have said, more 
than $50,000 was in cash in the 
banks, and this he wanted to use 


in other enterprises. 


Mrs. Cronk declares investigation 
showed Goodhue was not sole own- 
er of the enamel works; that the 
stock was worth less than $2000; 
that Goodhue has not property or 
cash worth $200,000, but less than 
$50,000, and that matters were 
grossly misrepresented to her.
